npN  ROB  ABLY  the  most  important  point  in  the 
construction  of  a typewriter  is  the  type-bar 
itself.  In  this  point  most  machines  fail  when 
put  to  the  test.  Many  of  them  have  a long  single 
bar  of  several  pieces  with  the  type  at  the  end.
